TULIPS 


Plant Tulips 6 inches deep and 8 
inches apart in rich, deep, well 
drained soil. After the bulbs die 
down, lift the bulbs, dry them in a 
cool, airy place, dust with sulphur, 
and store until October when they 
should be replanted. Do not plant 
Tulips in small square blocks or thin 
lines! Very pleasing effects can be 
obtained by planting them in irregu- 
larly shaped drifts of a dozen or more 
bulbs of one variety.
